‘LONDON, June 28,—David. Lloyd 
George, the Minister of Munitions, has 
given British labor seven days in which 
to make good the. promise of its leaders 
that men will rally to the factories in 
sufficient numbers to produce a maxi- 
mum supply of munitions of war. 

This was the most striking statement 
in thé new Minister's speech in the 
House of Commons today in the course 
of outlying the munitions measure, 
which is designed to control not only.

While scientists described last night’ 
shocks as “ the resultant of unknow 
forces,”” they appeared to agree that it 
lay along the line of what is known as 
the San -Andreas fault in the earth's 
formation, which was involved in the 
North-Central California earthquake of 
1906. 

Martial law has been declared at Cal- 
exico and Mexicali following a reign of 
terror in both towns.

‘McAdoo Defends His Plan arid Says 
“ Referendum Does Not Repre- 
sent National Sentiment. 


Bpectat to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—A referen- 
dum “by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States to more than 750 of 
its constituent members all over the 
country has resulted in the overwhelm- 
ing rejection, by.a vote of 82 to 698, of 
the policy of Government ownership of 
ships and the indorsement, by 4. nar- 
rower. margin, 6f a ship subsidy plan. 
By the comparatively slim majority of 
422 to 314 the referendum indorses the 
suggestion: of the Chamber's special 
committee on merchant marine for the 
creation of a Government-owned cor- 
poration, with $30,000,000 of capital, to 
handle and guarantee securities of pri- 
vate shipping companies. Various other 
proposals for, lightening the burdens on 

American ships aré approved. 
Particular importance is attached to 
the vote against the Government owner- 
ship plan; which was rejected both as 
to lines owned and operated by the 
Government and as to lines owned by 
the Government’ but leased to private 
operators. The Administration used 
every effort to force the enactment of 
the Ship Purchase bill last session, The 
recent Pan-American Financial Con- 
ference seemed to strengthen the of- 
ficial desire to obtain the enactment of 
the’ measure, and Sécretary McAdoo of 
the Treasury Department, in his fare- 
well letter to the Latin-American del- 
egates, announced* that the bill would 
probably be reintroduced next Decem- 
ber. If this is done, it is ‘believed that 


the bitter fight against the, bill will 
be renewed and that today’s announce- 
ment of the wishes of the commercial 
bodies of the country will be cited fre- 





quently in the debate. . 

From the political point of view not so 
much importance is attached to the 
vote of the chambers for a ship subsidy. 
The vote for this measure was 140 less 
than the vote against the Ship Purchase 
bill, But though this still leaves a 
large majority for subsidies, the align- 
ment of the two houses does not prom- 
ise much for the serious consideration 
of a subsidy measure. The Democrats 
are almost. unanimously against sub- 
sidy, and the most that the advocates 
of this measure could hope from a 
a ress with both houses controlled 

emocrats would be some changes 
Hf existing mail contracts. 


Vote on Each Question. 


The questions submitted to the refer- 
endum and the votes upon them are 
as follows: ; 

Do you favor the Government undertaking 


the purchase, construction, or charter of ves- 
sels for mercantile purposes, together with 
the operation ot such vessels? In favor, 82; 
opposed, 698. 

Do you favor ownership of merchant vessels 
by the Government, but ‘with operation by 
private parties under leases? In. favor, 54; 
opposed, 711. 

Do you favor subsidies from the Govern- 
ment sufficient to offset the difference in cost 
between operation of vessels under the Amer- 
ican flag and operation in the same deep-sea 
trades under. foreign flags? In favor, 558; 
opposed, 186. 

Do you favor subventions from the Govern- 
ment to establish regular mail and freight 
lines under the American flag to countriés in 
which the commercial interests of the United 
States are important, and to American de- 
pendencies? In favor, 718; opposed, 

In the second ballot are set forth the 
recommendations by the National Cham- 
ber's Special Committee on Merchant 
Marine. The committee recommenda- 
tions and the voting follow: 

The committee recommends the creation of a 
Federal Shipping Board to investigate and re- 
port to Congress regarding the navigation 
laws and to have full jurisdiction, under the 
law, in all matters pertaining to over-sea 
transportation. In favor, 645; cpeones. 116. 

The committee recommends that the Gov- 
ernment subscribe to the entire stock of a 
marine development company with a capital 
of $30,000,000, this company to have au- 
thority for seven years to lend, under super- 
vision of the Federal Shipping Board, upon 
the security of first mortgages on merchant 
vessels, taking as evidence of this indebted- 
ness bonds which bear a fair rate of interest 
and contain provisions for amortization, the 
development company to guarantee the bonds 
as to principal and interest and sell them to 
the public, In favor, 422; opposed, 314. 

The committee recommends that the ocean 
mail law of 1891 be amended by lowering the 
speed for. first-class steamers from twenty to 
sixteen knots and for second-class steamers 
from sixteen to twelve knots, and by making 
the compensation adequate to permit the es- 
tablishment of lines of steamships carrying 
both mail] and freight. In favor, 690; op- 
posed, 66. 

The committee recommends that there 
should be legislation abolishing deferred re- 
bates and providing for supervision of rates 
by the Federal Shipping Board, with require- 
ments for filing with the bo board schedules of 
rates and all agreements amo 
lines. In favor, 607; .opposed, 1381. 

The committee recommends that Federal li- 
eenses should be taken out wa lines, domestic 
and foreign, engaged in ipping between 
ports in the United States and other coun- 
tries. In favor, 616; opposed, 121.
